Herman Trelle, of Wembley, the Al- 
berta wheat wizard, has definitely de- 
elded to exhibit his “Mystery” wheat 
at the forthcoming International show 
jat Chicago, 

Reference has been made from time 
to time to this new variety of wheat 
) With which Mr. Trelle has been ex- 
|perimenting, but it was not by any 
means certain whether he would in- 
clude it in his exhibit at Chicago this 
year, 

It is the general expectation among 
| rain men that it will create a still 
{greater interest than his Marquis 
wheat last year, 

Wheat growers everywhere huve 
been keenly interested in the experi- 


Mr. Trelle inasmuch as it is stated 
this new variety will ripen quite ten 
days or a fortnight eariier than Mur- 
quis. Mr, Trelle states that the “Mys- 
tery” has been the best wheat grown 
on his farm this year. Test samples 
weighed more than seventy pounds to 


ern. 

In addition to its early ripening it fs 
claimed that the new wheat is much 
more frost resisting than any other 
wheat known. What Mr. Trelle has 
aimed at is to produce a wheat that 
would lend itself to be cut and thresh- 
ed by the combine harvester and yet 
be equal, if not superior, to Marquis, 
particularly so far as its milling qual- 
ities were concerned.
